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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Statement for Reasons of Allowance 

This Office Action is responsive to the Pre-Brief Appeal Conference decision filed 
on 4/12/07. Claims 1, 3-12, and 14-23 are pending. Applicant's arguments filed in the 
Pre-Brief Conference request have been fully considered and are persuasive, thus the 
former 35 USC 103 rejections have been overcome. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
instant claims recite "the water supply valve is positioned above the detergent box... a 
hose configured to connect the detergent box assembly to the water supply valve... and 
wherein the detergent box assembly is provided under a top plate of the washing 
machine and the water supply valve assembly is provided over the top plate" in the 
independent claims 1 and 12. The closest prior art of record, Worst (US Patent No. 
3,896,641) fails to teach a valve assembly that is provided above the detergent box 
assembly, whereby the detergent box is below a top plate of the washing machine yet 
the valve assembly is above the top plate, and the valve is in connection with the 
detergent box. In the Worst reference the valve assembly, fluidic switch 48, is below 
the top cover plate and fails to be above the detergent box. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
